There  will  be  a  few  changes  in 
the  Grapevine  over  the  next 
few  months.  First  of  all.  the 
Grapevine  is  coming  to  the  end 
of  its  funding  from  the  San 
Francisco  Foundation.  Since 
the  income  from  the  advertis- 
ing will  not  cover  the  full  cost  of 
the  paper  as  it  was  done  in  the 
past  we  are  working  on  ways  to 
continue  publishing  by  reduc- 
ing the  budget,  and  by  trying 
new  ways  to  raise  funds. 

There  has  been  an  internal 
reorganization,  which  will  help 
us  streamline  our  operations, 
and  we  hope  will  make  the 
paper  more  responsive  to  the 
residents  of  Visitacion  Valley 
as  well.  We  now  have  a 
Grapevine  Production  Com- 
mittee, which  has  a  broadly  ex- 


perienced and  neighborhood 
based  membership.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  will  all 
learn  all  phases  of  the 
Grapevine's  operation,  and  will 
produce  the  Grapevine  collec- 
tively. 

We  are  exploring  the  feasibility 
of  purchasing  our  own  printing 
equipment  and  using  it  to  serve 
the  neighborhood's  printing 
needs  as  well  as  our  own.  This 
would  help  us  raise  money  to 
defray  the  cost  of  producing  the 
paper.  We  are  also  looking  into 
the  possibility  of  using  our 
printing  equipment  to  start 
training  classes  for  those  inter 
ested  in  learning  the  printing 
trade. 

This  issue  will  be  the  first  issue 
in  which  we  did  our  own 
layouts.  We  are  learning  as  we 
do  it  Future  issues  will  see 
some  experimentation.. .at  least 
for  a  few  months.  We  hope  you 
will  bear  with  us,  wish  us  suc- 
cess, and  give  us  lots  of  feed- 
back. We  will  sincerely  try  to 
implementas  many  of  your  sug- 
gestions as  possible.  We  also 
wish  to  ask  you  to  contribute  to 
our  efforts.  We  need  neighbor-

20  young  boys  and  girls  that  the 
girls  were  more  aggressive  and 
inquisitive  than  the  boys  in 
their  class.  Such  posture  has 
been  explained  over  and  over 
again  by  an  educator  very  in- 
tiniately  known  to  the 
Grapevine  <vho  says,  "During 
the  grade  and  the  high  school 
years,  girls  appear  to  be  more 
studious  than  the  boys.  But 
when  the  same  young  people 
get  to  college,  the  boys  will  out- 
shine the  girls."

1  lb.  Almond  nut  meals,  ground  up 

1  lb.  powdered  sugar 

6  egg  whites 

1  tablespoon  cinnamon 

grated  rind  of  1  lemon

3/4  teaspoon  ground  cloves 

3/4  teaspoon  ground  ginger 

powdered  sugar  for  topping 

Mix  flour,  baking  soda,  salt,  cinnamon,  cloves  and 
ginger  together.  Add  sugar  and  mix  welL  Cut  shor- 
tening into  dry  ingredients,  then  add  beaten  egg  and 
molasses.  Make  small  balls.  Bake  at  375  degrees  for 
10  minutes.  Dust  with  powdered  sugar  when 
finished.

HONORS  LOCAL  HEROINES 


March    is   Women's  History 

Month,  and  in  the  spirit  of  this,  the 
leaders  of  the  San  Francisco  or- 
ganizations that  began  as  part  of  the 
Settlement  House  Movement  a  cen- 
tury ago,  are  planning  to  recognize 
the  women  that  founded  the  early 
Settlement  Houses  ofourCity.lt  is  an 
especially  fitting  time  to  honor  these 
women,  for  many  now  are  beginning 
to  see  that  the  Settlement  House 
should  be  revived.  Although  some 
have  recognized  this  all  along,  the 
politicians  and  bureaucrats  have 
refused  to  see  the  value  in  a  neighbor- 
hood center  like  Visitacion  Valley 
Community  Center,  Potrero  Hill 
Neighborhood  House,  Telegraph 
Hili  Neighborhood  House,  Booker 
T.  Washington  Community  Center 
and  others. 

Since  some  of  the  political  people 
sometimes  read  this,  let's  tell  them 
something  about  a  typical  Settlement 
House  through  the  brief  history  of 
one  of  these  woman  who  founded  the 
network  of  comm unity  focused  or- 
ganizations that  crossed  our  country 
a  hundred  years  ago,  and  still  serve 
their  communities  in  this  wonderful 
uay  today  through  the  Centers  that 
are  their  legacy  to  our  neighborhood. 

Florence  Friedman  was  born  on 
March  17,  1889,  a  native  Califomian. 
She  studied  Social  Work  in  Chicago, 
Illinois,  during  which  time  she 
worked  at  Hull  House  under  the 
mentorship  of  Jane  Addams.  Ms. 
Addamb  visited  Florence  years  later, 
when  she  toured  the  country  upon 
her  retirement  from  Hull  House,  and 
at  that  time  had  a  chance  to  see  the 
Visitacion  Valley  Community  Cen- 
ter, which  was  founded  by  her 
protege,  Florence  Friedman. 

Upon  Ms.  Friedman"s  initial 
return  to  California  after  graduation 
from  her  Social  Work  studies,  she 
obtained  a  position  as  a  teacher  at  the 
Visitacion  Valley  Elementary  School 
beginning  in  1910.  She  gave  up  that 
position  in  1918  to  found  the 
Visitacion  Valley  Community  Center 
because  she  felt  that  effective  help  for 
the  children  required  that  she  work 
with  the  entire  family. 

The  first  activities  sponsored  by 
the  Center  were  under  the  auspices 
of  the  War  C^mp  Community  Ser- 
vices at  the  end  of  the  First  World 
War,  and  a  Boy  Scout  Troop  which 
became  the  foundation  for  the  build- 
ing of  a  vital  organization.  From 
1918,  the  Center  operated  in  a 
storefront  building  that  still  stands 
today  on  the  southwest  corner  of 
Raymond  and  Alpha  Streets.  In 
1922,  Ms.  Friedman  and  her  volun- 
teer Board  of  Directors  (one  of  the 
first  to  be  composed  entirely  of 
neighborhood  residents)  joined  her 
Advisory  Board  of  prominent  San 
Franciscans  to  dedicate  Visitacion 
Valley  Community  Center*s  first 
building.  Now  named  the  Florence 
P.  Friedman  building,  this  structure 
stands  at  66  Raymond  Avenue,  and 
houses  the  WCC  Senior  Citizens' 
Center  and  other  Center  Programs. 


The  building  was  built  on  donated 
land,  with  volunteer  labor  and 
donated  plans  and  materials.  In  1922 
also,  the  Center  became  a  charter 
member  of  the  San  Francisco  Com- 
munity'Chest,  which  laterbeeame  the 
United  Way  of  the  Bay  Area. 

In  1925,  the  Center  and  our  neigh- 
bors welcomed  the  Schlage  family's 
Lock  Company  to  the  Valley.  Over 
the  years.  Schlage  has  been  a  sup- 
porter of  Community  Center  ac- 
tivities. In  May  of  1927.  Visitacion 
Vallev  Community  Center  joined  in 
the  opening  celebration  of  John  Mc- 
Laren Park,  and  was  given  a  silver 
trophy  by  the  "Committee  of  100", 
which  organized  the.celebration.  All 
these  activities  and  projects  were 
guided  by  Miss  Friedman  and  her 
supporters  and  friends.  Some  of  her 
earliest  supporters,  included  Mr.  An- 
gelo  Rossi  and  Mr.  George  Chris- 
topher! both  former  Mayors  of  S.  F.), 
Mrs.  M.  Meyerfeld.  Samuel  I.  & 
Blanche  Wormser  (of  S.  &  W.  Fine 
Foods  family),  and  Dorothy 
Wormser  Coblentz  ( the  Architect  of 
66  Raymond). 

The  Center  grew  and  expanded, 
well  used  and  much  loved  by  neigh- 
borhood residents.  In  1937,  a  second 
building  was  begun  at  50  Raymond 
Avenue  by  the  Works  Progress  Ad- 
ministration (WPA).  This  was  the 
new homeof  the  nursery  bchool  (later 
called  Family  School),  and  the  well 
baby  clinic  sponsored  by  the  San 
Francisco 

Health  Department.  WCC, 
along  with  the  rest  of  the  Bay  area, 
celebrated  the  grand  opening  of  the 
Golden  Gate  Bridge  with  a  huge  Fes- 
tival. When  World  War  II  broke 
out,  WCC  once  again  became 
engaged  in  the  War  Relief  effort,  with 
the  "Servees",  an  organization  of 
young  neighborhood  women  who 
cooked  and  served  home  cooked 
meals  to  the  "military  boys". 

Florence  retired  in  1959,  but  did 
not  go  far.  She  moved  just  3  blocks 
away  to  an  apartment  on  the  corner 
ofPeabody&  Leland,  where  she  con- 
tinued her  acuve  participation  in  the 
Center  as  a  Board  member  and  a 
member  of  the  Senior  Citizens'  Cen- 
ter Program  until  1983,  when  she 
broke  her  hip  and  was  forced  to  move 
to  the  Jewish  Home  on  Silver 
Avenue.  Even  then,  she  continued 
her  vital  interest  and  gave  valued 
guidance  to  Center  staff  and  mem- 
bers through  daily  phone  calls  and 
frequent  visits.  When  she  died  on 
April  28.  19S4.  Visitacion  Valley  lost 
its  most  revered  resident,  and  San 
Francisco  lost  a  most  valued  servant. 
Many  of  the  babies  who  first  came  to 
VVCC's  nursery  school  and  well 
baby  clinic  back  in  1918,  raised  their 
children  and  grandchildren  here, 
now  are  members  of  the  Senior  Cen- 
ter Program.  Many  remember  the 
early  days  with  nostalgia,  love,  and  a 
healthy  respect  for  a  tiny,  feisty,  self- 
described  "Jewish  Leprechaun"(born 
on  Sl  Patricks  D3y)  who  lived  only 
for  her  Visitacion  Valley  Family.

The  Hester  Heights  Project  was 
continued  until  January  24th  due 
to  objections  that  were  raised  by 
the  30  or  so  people  from  this 
neighborhood  and  other  supporting 
groups  thatcame  to  our  aid.  A  lot 
of  issues  were  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Planning 
Commissioners  who  agreed  with 
what  we  were  saying  all  along  that 
this  out-of-scale  development  will 
cause  problems  not  only  for  us,  but 
for  the  new  neighbors  who  will  be 
buying  these  homes.  It's  not  over 
yet,  but  at  least  by  having  ALL  the 
neighbors  stick  together  and  go 
downtown  to  let  the  Commissioners 
know  how  we  felt,  we  made  some 
progress.  Special  thanks  go  to 
Margaret  Verges  from  the  Coalition 
of  San  Francisco  Neighborhoods, 
and  Harold  Brooks  from  District  7 
Democratic  Club,  which  voted  to 
support  us  to  scale  down  this 
project  and  study  the  impacts  it 
will  create.  Little  Hollywood  is  a 
member  of  both  these  groups.  It's 
not  over  yet,  so  mark  down  January 
24th  on  your  calendars. 

The  Grapevine  will  be 
looking  a  lot  different  this  year 
and  due  to  a  lack  of  funding,  we 
will  be  doing  all  the  distribution 
ourselves  instead  of  having  paid 


staff  netting  the  paper  to  you. 
Volunteers  to  get  the  paper 
delivered  door  to  door  will  be 
needed.  There  will  be  three  ways 
to  get  the  paper.  You  can  pick  it 
up  at  the  Community  Center  on 
Raymond  Avenue  or  any  of  the 
stores  that  carry  it.  If  we  get 
some  people  willing  to  deliver  door 
to  door,  then  that  will  be  another 
way.  The  one  sure  way  to  get  it 
will  be  to  subscribe  directly.  This 
is  a  small  cost  to  find  out  what  is 
happening  here,  and  seeing  how  the 
Chronicle  or  Examiner  don't  write 
about  us,  it's  the  ONLY  way.  The 
paper  is  going  to  be  the  only 
notice  of  Little  Hollywood 
meetings,  so  you'd  better  get  a  copy 
somehow.  All  paid  members  of  the 
Association  will  get  an  automatic 
subscription  at  a  special  group 
rate.  If  we  find  volunteers  to 
deliver  door  to  door,  then  non- 
members  will  get  a  copy.  Please 
note  that  a  dues  increase  will  be 
talked  about  at  the  next  meeting. 
We  won't  be  able  to  do  this  on  only 
$3  a  year  for  long.  This  paper  gets 
seen  downtown  at  City  Hall  and  at 
Sacramento,  so  it  is  important  to 
keep  it  going.  The  few  dollars  for 
the  subscription  won't  even  begin 
to  cover  the  cost  and  work  that 
will  be  going  onto  the  only  paper 
VisValley  has  left.

The  Mayor's  Gang  Prevention 
Program  is  a  program  sponsored  by 
Mayor  Agnos'  office,  working  with 
younger  teenagers  who  are  at  risk  of 
becoming  involved  in  gang  violence. 
It  focuses  especially  on  areas  sur- 
rounding housing  projects  where 
violence  involving  youth  has  been  a 
problem.  In  the  Sunnydale  Housing 
Complex  and  the  surrounding  por- 
tion of  Visitacion  Valley,  we  have  a 
Case  Manager  and  two  street 
workers  who  work  with  the  youth, 
their  schools,  their  parents,  and  with 
the  other  organizations  and 
programs  that  serve  the  youth,  such 
as  the  Recreation  Centers. 
Playgrounds,  etc. 

Until  this 

month,  the  Case  manager  and  the 
street  workers  have  been  "borrowed" 
from  an  organization  in  another 
neighborhood.  It  has  been  hard  for 
the  youth  and  especially  for  the  Pro- 
gram staff  in  terms  of  having  the 
physical  presence  of  support  that  on 
site  supervision  gives.  From  now  on, 
these  hard  working  counselors  will 
not  have  to  leave  the  youth  and  run 
downtown  to  turn  in  paperwork,  or  to 
go  to  a  staff  meeting.  The  time  saved 
will  result  in  increased  sen  ice  to  the 
youth  and  their  families.  Visitacion 
Valley  Community  Center  is  proud 
and  happy  to  support  this  program, 
which  has  been  of  such  help  to  the 
youth  of  Sunnydale.  The  people 
working  with  the  youth  will  remain 
the  same.  Many  of  you  already  know 
Shirletha  Holmes-Boxx.  the  Case 
Manager  for  the  Program.  Shirletha 
is  the  lady  who  founded  "Gang  for 
God",  and  also  was  a  driving  force  in 
the  establishment  of  the  Sunnydale 
Recreation  Center.  We  look  forward 
to  many  more  good  successes  with 
Shirletha's  leadership. 

If  anyone  knows  of  a  young  person 
who  has  problems  or  needs  assis- 
tance in  anyway,  please  do  give  Shir- 
letha and  her  coworkers  a  call.  The 
youth  are  our  future.. .all  of  our  fu- 
tures. They  deserve  a  chance  to 
make  the  best  life  for  themselves  and 
their  future  families  as  they  can.  In 
order  to  do  th3L  they  must  have  posi- 
tive role  models  and  effective 
teachers  of  life  skills.  The  Gang 
Prevention  Program  can  open  those 
doors  for  our  youth,  and  introduce 
them  to  people  who  can  help  them 
find  positive  opportunities  for  their 
lives. 

The  Gang  Prevention  Program 
needs  you  as  well.. .volunteers  who 
are  positive  role  models  are  always 
needed  to  assist  the  counselors  in 
their  efforts  with  the  youth.  This  is 
really  a  leadership  training  project 
for  the  youth,  who  are  the  leaders  of 
the  next  century.
